fines of about $3 for violating 
traffic regulations. ‘What I would 
like to have you know is that every 
week about I50 summonses arc 
taken out against ricsha coolies. 
There surcly cannot be many more 
than two thousand ‘coolies in the 
Colony and this vatio is exceeding- 
ly high. Moreover, in these cases, 
there is generally one witness for 
the prosecution and one for the 
defence—the police officer and the) 
coolie,. The latter does not know 
that it would be to his interests to 
have other witnesses. 

Quite recently you advocated a 
mission for these human beasts of 
burden. I would suggest that 
some education both practical and 
theoretical, in the way of traffic 
regulations, ‘would benefit. these 
men a great deal more. f
